The steam heater at the Cutler school is giving good satis- 
faction ; never before was that large building heated as comfort- 
ably asnow.

We think 
steam best for the larger buildings and hope sometime that 
steam heaters can be put in each of these buildings.

ORGANIZATION. 


It is a pleasure to record the same hearty cooperation by 
all concerned in the schools of Swanzey that has characterized 
_ the work in previous years. The board, the teachers, the 
ss __ Parents and the pupils have worked together for one united 
_ purpose, the highest efficiency. 

Next in importance to well organized school rooms is the 
_ organization and careful direction of the playgrounds, especial- 
lyi in the larger schools. Such organization and careful direc- 
tion has been carried out in the Cutler school during the past 
year. The one hundred and twelve children have been divided 
into groups according to grades and each group has played its 
own games: The children have greatly enjoyed the apparatus 
installed last year. The close supervision of play for the teach- 
‘ing of games and general instruction, 1s carried on only at recess 
and the children are allowed other time for free play, but they 
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make use of most of the games taught in all their free play. The 
results of this organization is very noticeable and most desir- 
able. There is greater sympathy between the teachers and 
children, less tendeney to quarreling and bullying, less rough 
and boisterous play, and a general good effect on the discipline 
of the entire school. 

I wish to call attention to the cleanliness about the build- 
ings and the grounds of all our schools. Some teachers, it is 
true, are more alert in this respect than others but all must 
recognize the importance of inculeating in children the habit of 
cleanliness. If ‘‘cleanliness is next to Godliness’’ what a moral 
uplift it is possible to give to children in this manner. 


MANUAL TRAINING, 


Manual training in a small way is being given in all our 
schools. Throughout the state and the nation, the work is 
receiving constantly increasing attention. It marks an educa- 
tional advance vital to the children of our publie schools. The 
power of initiative and the habit of self-reliance, so sadly lack- 
ing in the majority of school children, come only with the 
actual doing, not by the process of absorption. An added 
self-reliance and initiative gained are the fruits of normal 
zest and enthusiasm, new powers and habits developed, and 
activities. Further, all experience demonstrates that the 
broadening field of activity and the increased interest react 
favorably upon the book work. 


MORAL INSTRUCTION. 


Lest it may appear that the school is organized for mental 
and manual training, it may be well to suggest that no pupil 
can attend school for a period of years and not thereby receive 
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a valuable training in character building. School attendance 
requires regularity and punctuality; the school discipline in- 
culeates obedience and respect for authority; while the in- 
fluence of the conscientious teacher, sympathetic but firm, is a 


potent influence in establishing habits of good conduct. 


CHANGES OF TEACHERS. 


In June the following resignations were received :—Edna 
C. Whitcomb, Pauline Heath and Lillian Sutherland. Miss 
Whitcomb resigned after six years of painstaking, devoted 
service. 

The vacant positions were filled by the election of :—Miss 
Margaret Flagg of Peterboro, Miss Ethel Downing of Swanzey 
and Miss Margaret Glendon of West Swanzey. Miss Alta 
F. Silsby was transferred from school No. 9 to grades three 
and four at the Cutler school. | 

The small rural school suffers most severely by the constant 
shifting of teachers, who naturally are tempted by professional 
ambition and social desire to seek places in larger centres 


_where there will be greater opportunity to satisfy the foregoing 


needs. It is better however to have some changes of well- 
trained teachers in a small community than to maintain one 
poor teacher who is willing to remain indefinitely. 


CURRENT EVENTS. 


There is an increasing recognition of the fact that a really 
intelligent person in these days has no excuse for failure to be 
conversant with the world’s work. In recognition of this fact . 
every grammar school in town receives the weekly budget of 


news as set forth in ‘‘Current Events,’’ and the children look

read and discussed. 


MUSIC AND DRAWING. 


While considerable attention is given to music in the 
Cutler school, our schools are not emphasizing the subject to 
the degree which its importance as a cultural subject demands. 
Drawing receives considerable attention in the primary grades, 
but not so much in the higher grades. Another year should _ 
see increasing emphasis placed upon both of these subjects. _

Increased attention to handwriting has been given by 
the teachers and improvement is manifest in several points.
